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Part III REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all other 
limitations in the claim), a method for automatically processing printer errors occurring during 
printing of a print job in a virtual printer system configurable with plural physical print engines by 
segmenting a print job into a defined job stack for each of the plural print, engines of the virtual 
print engines that will print a defined portion of the print job; detecting occurrence of an error 
during printing of at least a portion of the associated defined portion of the print job in one of the 
print engines and re-routing the remainder of the at least a portion of the associated defined 
portion of the print job not processed by the print engine to a second print engine in the virtual 
system as claimed in claim 5. Similar features are claimed in claim 12. Therefore, claim 12 is 
allowable over the prior art of record for the same reasons.
